Rainwater comparison chart compiled 


by Ferrin Cox, Publisher 


An interesting rainwater com- 
parison chart was recently com- 
plied by. the Chochawhatchee, 
Pea and Yellow’ Rivers 
Watershed Management 
Authority. The report takes the 
total annual readings from 17 
monitoring sites in these water- 
sheds for the years from 2002 
through 2006 compares each 


year with the next year and also - 


gives a quick comparison of one 
monitoring site with another. 

Total rainfall for each of the 17 
sites during the past five years is 
readily compared with the other 
sites. The same is true for both 
the annual total of all 17 sites 
with the any of the other 16 sites 
and the average annual rainfall 
for the Southeast Alabama water- 
sheds, 

The New Brockton monitoring 
gauge registered the highest 
annual rainfall of all. It was in 
2005 when 65.91 inches of rain 
fell in that area, Others were 
close that year including 
Skipperville with 64.56. inches 
and Big Creak with 62.32 inches 
of rain and Ariton with 59.96 
inches, 


2005 was the wettest of the 
five years reported. The average 
rainfall in the area was 56.49 
inches. 2006 claimed the bottom 
of the list with only 41.86 inches 
of water. The five year average 
for all monitoring stations was 
50.22 inches of rain. 

Even the five year averages 
varied widely for the various sta- 
tions. Daleville ranked the high- 
est with 55.75 inches of rain with . 
Folsom Bridge coming in second 
at 54.31 inches. 

The driest monitoring station 
during the five year period was 
Star Hill at 44.31 inches, fol- 
lowed by New Brockton, even 
though the New Brockton gauge 
topped the list in 2005, Low, low 
rainfall in. 2002 and 2004 low- 
ered the New Brockton average. 

Elba came in with a 52.33 inch 
average, Troy recorded a 46.98 
average, Lowery Mill was at 
52.82 and Geneva chalked up a 
53.74 inch average. 

Averages for all gauges for 
each of the five years reported 
were: 2002, 49.72 inches; 2003, 
49.51 inches; 2004, 53.53 inches; 
2005, 56.49 inches; and in 2006 
average rainfall was 41,86 inch- 
es.

The college’s Southeast 
Alabama Traffic Safety Office 
will use the funds to pay over- 
time wages for increased patrols 
and checkpoints in the region 
that will target intoxicated driv- 
ers. Local law enforcement 
agencies also will step up efforts 
to enforce speeding, seatbelt and 
child restraint laws. 

“Protecting citizens and visi- 
tors. on Alabama’s highways 
continues to be a top priority of 
state government, Riley said. 
“The increased enforcement 
made possible by these grants 
will target dangerous drivers 


and see to it that more motorists 
arrive at their destinations safe- 
ly.” 

Additional patrols will target 
“hot spots” where deadly crash- 
es have occurred and will focus 
on periods of increased traffic 
such as Memorial Day and 


Labor Day. 

According. to the Critical 
Analysis Reporting 
Environment Research and 


Development Laboratory at the 
University of Alabama, a traffic 
crash was reported every 219 
seconds in the state in 2005. 
CARE statistics from that same 
year show that in the 12-county 
southeast Alabama _ region 
12,689 crashes were reported 
resulting in 145 deaths.

other body of water. 

Elba Fire Chief Danny Jordan 
said it is especially important 
for people to follow. certain 
safety procedures with water 
conditions down in some areas. 

When boating, he said it is 
important to watch for sandbars, 
stumps and underwater obsta- 
cles. He also said to make sure 
the watercraft’s equipment is 
working properly and all safety 
features such as flotation 
devices are in good working 
order and worn appropriately. 

Jordan said to be sure the 
boat's fire extinguisher is in 
working order and is placed in 
an accessible location for use. If 
possible, he also suggested hav- 
ing some kind of lights on the 
boat especially if on the water 
near dark, 

Jordan said a pastime that has 
really become popular is float- 
ing down the river, 

“It is a great relaxation to 
float through the beautiful coun-

First’ and foremost, Chief 
Jordan said he encourages peo- 
ple to not float down the river 
alone. He also said to make sure 
someone (not with the group) 
knows the time and location 
those floating should be out of 
the water. If this person is not 
contacted by a certain time, he 
said he/she will be alerted that 
something. may. be wrong and 
can immediately call for help. 

Jordan said floaters can: not 
necessarily depend on cell 
phones. 

“If you're stranded on the 
river after dark. and have been 
able to keep a cell phone, it’s 
important to know that at the 
river bottom cellular signals do 
not. get out very well.” 

Jordan said any person that is 
on the river and it becomes dark 
needs to realize the temperature 
drops rapidly on the water, He 
said most do not have extra 
clothes, food supplies or drinks 
to prepare them for this type sit- 
uation. 

“If you're able to keep match- 
es or a cigarette lighter dry to 
use to start a fire, try to find a 
sand bar or set aside an area that 
will not catch the woods on
